her in his arms out of the wilder- 
ness to the nearest house begsred an 
autornobil--- and had her drUen with 
all haste .to the Los Angelas general 
hospital. 
The physicians found that 


shp had taken a^deadiy dose of poison 
and set about the almost hopeless 
ta=t: of trvmg to save "her life. 


All night she hoverpd in the valley 


of the shadow and with the sun came 
returning consciousness. But Eliza- 
beth Satterfield shut out its light from 
her eyes and asked why she had not 
been permitted to die. The physicians 
believed that she would have her 
wish . A strong- will to live was- all 
that would gave her. 


News of her condition—that first 


word after her 
disappearance 
was 


telegraphed to her kin in Atlanta. In 
reply a telegram came addressed to 
Elizabeth Satterfield, which read: 


"Motion for a new trial made in 


your fathers case. 
Executicm stayed 


indefinitely by court for further hear- 
ing." 


The message was signed by her 
father's lawjer. When it was read to 
the girl, her cjes opened to new hope. 
Her father would ned hr. Sh must 
go to him, now, and must live to aidr 
him in this ne wdefense. The physic- 
ian smiled." Their fight seemed as 
good as won. 


A few- days ago Elizabeth Satterfield 


boarded a train ^for Atlanta. She was 
thin and pale, but the light of deter- 
mination wa= in her eyes. 
She was 


going to help her father. 


"The day that sentence was pro- 


nounced on him was the end of my 
girlhood," said Elizabeth Satterfield. 
"I did not think I could live to bear 
the burden. .But I am a woman now, 
and can bear a woman's trials with-' 
out flinching I want to live and do 
my part in the world." 


She was brave, she wa= determined 
and she wanted to show it 


The first span of her journey took 


her ,to Albuquerque, N. M.. where 
she stopped for a visit with her sis- 
ter. 
And that' uas the end of the 


journey for her, fo rshe died there 
Saturday night following an operation 
in a hospital. The poison she had tak- 
en had finally done its work. 
"When 
?he wanted to die, she IfVed and when 
she wanted to IJ-vr-, death came un- 
bidden. But the wound in her heart 
is healed for all time.

The news- 
papers but the day before carried 
the statement from a prominent life- 
insurance company that the end of 
this calendar year will record 16,000 
persons killed in automobile acci- 
dents over the United States during 
the year. 
The American 
public was 
once 


greatly worked up over railroad ac- 
cidents. 
It agitated and legislated 


unceasingly. But in the past thirty 
years the largest number of passen- 
gers killed in a >ear was 610; the 
yearly average was hardly 300, and 
for seme years just past has been 
less than that- This is not a fiftieth 
part of the automobile record of fat- 
ality for the year 1923. Take the 
railroad total of killed—passengers, 
employees, track-walkers and others; 
it never went above 12,000 in near 
thirty years and has been below 7,- 
000 a year lately. 
That is less than 


half 1923's mortality record from the 
automobile. 


The railroad used' to be likened to 


war for its havo_c in human life. But 
ompared with the automobile It was 
hardly more In this respect than a 
battle of Napoleon's time to a cam- 
paign In the "World War. And the 
situation Is growing worse all the 
time.
